After Four Weeks’ Disappearance 
@ Macon German js Found 
“'" wanging Sixty Feet

Coroner Dewberry 
will go out at nine o’clock this morning, 
when the remains will be cut down and an 
inquest Held. It is almost certain that he 
will be identified by the clothing, as well as 
ty the contents of his ogenge He had 
some fifty or sixty dollarsin his possession 
when he left his room, The remains are 
Hei i % in full view of the residence of Mr.

The deceased was a native of the Kingiom 
of Bavaria, and came of a good German 
family. Ile was liberally educated, and was 
a confectioner by trade. He came to Macon 
in 1863, and obtained employment with 8. 
Helfrich, with whom he remained up to the 
time of his disappearance. For two years 
after he came here he was strictly sober, but 
he got to drinking, and finally began to ‘take 
as which lasted several days at a time. 

Helfrich frequently remonstrated with 
him, but his reply = 8 was that he would 
as soon die as live. He kept drinking more 
and more until his bara became unsettled, 
and in this derangement he wandered off 
and put an end to his existence. 

There is some romance connected with 
this inanu, the facts of which are not known, 
ee whicia may bave had much todo with 

on gag about the tragic results above nar- 
rated. He was evidently ia aun unhappy state 
of mind, and took to drink to drown sume 
trouble that was preying uponhim., Atthe 
head of his bed hung a picture of a beautiful 
German girl. To this picture he often ex- 
pressed the greatest attachment; but he 
would not teil whose the picture was, nor 
any connection that he may have had with 
the original of it. Itremains a secret, proba- 
bly forever, and the reader can only con- 
pecture the real nature of the romantic par- 
ticulars.
